J am led to these observations by reason of an 


article I saw in the newspaper. It was an inter- 
view with the Director of Health Education 
of New-York City's Department of Health. He 
was bemoaning the fact that the harbor waters 
about New York are badly polluted. 


"Each year, with the advent of bathing," 


he said, "come new cases of eye and ear affhr- 
tions, skin troubles, and worst of all, new ty- 
phoid fever cases- 
Since 1922 and qp to the 


close of 1928, almost 500 cases of typhoid in 
this city were traced to bathing beaches, beaches 
proscribed by the Department, in which bathers 
ignored our warning." 


It is too bad that so little attention is given 


by many persons to the dangers of contaminated 
waters. 
Not only are they willing to bathe in 


these waters, but travelers into the country 
frequently drink from springs and streams with- 
oat knowing anything *bo'ut the purity of the water. 
In thia con- 


nection I quote again from the newspaper article about disease in New 
York City. 
"And of the 3,448 other typhoid cases, the infection
